Yellow-Fever Makes Its Appearance at En- 
terprise, Fia. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Oct. 24.—[Special.]— 
Dr. King Wylly of Sanford telegraphs that 
there are several cases of yellow-fever at 
Enterprise. Dr. Porter said this evening 
that he had received a letter from Dr. Wylly 
stating that there had been from fifteen to 
eighteen cases at Enterprise and several 
deaths, with biack vomit, the latest victim 
being a Rev. Mr. Bennett, who died also with 
black vomit. Both doctors at Enterprise are 
down with the disease, and there are five or 


| six other cases there now. The doctor added 


that Sanford and Orange County had de- 
clared a close quarantine at once, having a 
large square of mounted men patrolling the 
border of the lake, while a steam pleasure 
yacht was chartered for use on the water. 
Dr. Wylly asked Dr. Porter to send disinfect- 
ants of all kinds, as the people at Sanford 
and other towns surrounding had nothing of 
the kind. Another dispatch, just received, 
says that the people are panic-stricken and 
much alarmed at the outbreak of fever so 
near them. What the result of this break- 
ing out of the scourge in that section of the 
State will be no one can as yet say. 

Dr. Neal Mitcheli reports thirty-one new 
cases for the twenty-four hours ending at 6 
p. m. today. There were four deaths. Of 
the new,cases twelve were white and nine- 
teen colored. Total cases, 3,908; total 
deaths, 337. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 24.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Hamilton has written to the Governor of 
Florida suggesting the enactment of a law 
by the Legisiature, which meets next month, 
for the establishment of a State Board of 
Health and auxiliary boards in each of the 
counties for the better sanitary protection of 
the State. He submits a draft of a bill to 
meet that object. This provides that the 
State Board shall consist of five members, to 
be appointed by the Governor by ana with 
the advice and consent of the State Senate, 
and that the county board shall consist of 
three members each. The State Board is 
empowered to prepare and enforce rules and 
regulations to prevent the introduction and 
spread of epidemic diseases, the management 
of quarantine inspection, stations, etc. 

Decatur, Ala., Oct. 24.—Two new cases of 
fever were reported today, one colored, the 
other white. H. C. Jones Jr., President of 
the Relief Committee, was buried today, and 
a meeting of citizens adopted suitable resolu- 
tions to his memory. 


THE BATTLE I8 POSTPONED, 


The Manitoba Railroad Troubles Likely to 
Culminate in a Row. 

Wixniree, Man., Oct. 24—[Special.}]— 
Chief Justice Taylor today delivered judg- 
ment on the application of the Canadian Pa- 
cific to perpetually restrain the Portage ex- 
tension from crossing their tracks. He re- 
fused to grant the injuncuon. His judg- 
ment isa great triumph for the Province, as 
he called in question the constitutionality of 
the Dominion statute which took from the 
Province the right to charter local lines to 
cross the Canadian Pacific track. He also 
held that as the road was a Government one 
it was not. amenable to the Railway act 
of the Dominion. In the afternoon 
the city was covered with placards calling 
for good and loyal citizens to act as special 
constables to go out tomorrow morning to 
protect the track-layers in effecting a cross- 
ing. It was intended to take out a force of 
1,000 men, but late this afternoon a Canadian 
Pacific bill was filed asking that the Province 
be restrained from crossing their line until 
the Supreme Court, to which the question 
has been referred, has rendered its decision. 
An interim injunction was granted until Fri- 
day, when the case will beargued. Under 
the circumstances the Government will 
probably suspend operations until after the 
decision on this point, which 1t 1s believed 
will be decided in favor of the Province. At 
a public meeting tonight the Canadian Pa- 
cific’s conduct was denounced, but the speak- 
ers also urged the Government to act in 
moderation, as their success is assured by 
the Chief Justice’s decision today.

SERVIA’S UNHAPPY QUEEN: 


KING MILAN FORMALLY GETS A DI. 
VORCE FROM NATALE. 


The Decree Promuigated in a Pastoral 
Issued by the Metropolitan Theodosius, 
the Head of the Church—It Will Prob- 
ably Cost Milan His Throne—Story of 
the Wife’s Efforts to Prevent the In- 
justice Done Her. | 

Berorapg, Oct. 24.—The Oficial Journal 
publishes a pastoral prepared by the Metro- 
politan Theodosius, in which he says that in 
the exercise of his power as a leader of the 

Servian Church, and by virtue of rights con- 

secrated by precedents, he dissoives the mar- 


riage of King Milan and Queen Natalie, and 
‘declares 


that it 1s no longer existent. 
King Milan, in a letter to the Metropolitan, 
written previous to the isauance of the 


pastoral, after pointing out that the ordinary 


laws of the country could not be applied to 
the sovereign, who stood above them, de- 
manded that the Metropolitan avert the dan- 
ger threatened for the Servian State and 
Dynasty by dissolving his Majesty’s mar- 
riage with Queen Natalie. 


The gravity of the Metropolitan's act in de- 
Claring a dissolution of Queen Natalie's mar- 
riage will be appreciated throughout the world. 
No such ecclesiastical procedure has been re- 
corded since Napoieon’s divorce from Josephine. 
It is hardly four months since Queen Natalie 
wrote thus to the Metropolitan, who is absolute 
head of the Servian Church: 

“The King writes to me saying that he has 


taken steps to secure a divorce, Neither the 
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canon nor the civil law 
permits divorce without 
real causes. Not know- 
ing of any in our case, I, 
for my part, sball never 
consent to it. I trust in 
God's justice.” 

The Metropolitan did 
not deign to reply. So 
the Queen telegraphed: 

“The journals tonight 
pretend that I am di- 
vorced. Kindly inform 
me how a divorce can be 
pronounced while I. 
Queen Natalie, one of 
the interested parties, 
have not received any 
citation whatever. Up 
to the present day Ihave notasingle paper 
about it.” 

The Metropolitan briefly repiied: 

“His Eminence the Bishop of Nisch will pre- 
sent you with a reply to your telegram.” 

And the Queen answered: 

I must inform you that I shall not receive the 
Bishop of Nisch before I know before what eccle- 
siastical court a demand 
fora divorce has been 
brought. Having abso- 
lutely nothing to re- 
proach myself with Iam 
not afraid of the light, 
and 1 will accept noth- 
ing clandestine. Do not 
forget that at your age 
the hour cannot be far 
off when you must ap- 
pear before our Sover- 
eign Judge, and do not 
burden your soul with 
another sin.” 

To this the Metropol- 
itan repliea: 

“The demand for a 
divorce has been pre- KING MILAN. 
sented to the Synod, the competent authority of 
the independent autocephalous Servian Church.” 

And the Queen sent her last, despairing mes- 


sage: . 

“The Holy Synod not being qualified to con- 
cern itself with divorce, I protest energetically 
against this iniquity and illegality.” 

These letters will go into history. They trace 
every step in the conspiracy between King Milan 
of Servia and the Metropolitan Theodosius. The 
third party to the plot was M. Cristiteh, Presi- 
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dent of the Council, who in the following words 


announced the forthcoming divorce 
Queen: 

“I have the honor to inform your Majesty that 
his Majesty, our august master, has deigned to 
communicate to his Council of Ministers the step 
which he has thought well to take.“ 

And when Natalie, with a cry of anguish, called 
for her son Cristitch replied: 

“TI have the honor to inform your Majesty that 
his Majesty the King has confided to Gen. Pro- 
titch the mission to take his Highness, the heir 
apparent, to Belgrade, and that full official pow- 
ers have been given to the General.” 

Robbed of her son, the Queen's misfortunes 
reached their climax. Refused aid from Austria, 
expelled by Prince Bismarck from Berlin, she 
has wandered from Capital to Capital, the most 
unhappy Queen in Eurove. 

The King was only heir apparent when he mar- 
ried her. She was exceptionally beautiful, the 
daughter of Col. Rechko, a Russian, and of 
Princess Pulchérie Stoudza. She is 29 yearr 
old and was married at 16. She is related to no 
European royal family. Her nearest relations 
are her two younger sisters, one of whom is Mme. 
Eugene Ghika. Her aunt, Princess Constantine 
Mourousy, has been a mother to the three sis- 
ters. and has been the Queen's constant friend 
and adviser. 

King Milan is a confirmed voluptuary. With 
his healtp he has lost his nerve. He sees con- 
spiracies everywhere. “He is incapable of self- 
restraint,” said Count Herbert Bismarck. “We 
must appease him at all hazards.” After the 
war between Servia and Bulgaria King Milan, 
worsted at every point, leaned on Austria for 
support. The Queen, surrounded by Russians, 
looked for sympathy to St. Petersburg. She is 
deeply religious, besides being cultured, talent- 
ed, and an excellent linguist. She educated her 
boy to be different from his father. And it was 
when King Milan found that the lad was Rus- 
sian rather than German in his tastes that he 
precipitated the conflict with Queen Natalie. 

In this conflict he has found ready aid from his 
Prime Minister and from the Metropolitan. The 
condition of Servia is such that the interference 
of any Power in its affairs might provoke a Ru- 
ropean war. Hence the King has been suffered 
to have his way. 

But nobody in Europe doubts that the divorce 
will ultimately cost him the throne of Servia.

Several passengers who were in a Clark 
street car last night had a scare at Addison 
street which they will not soon forget. The 
car was approaching the main track of the 
Chicago & Evanston Road when the outgoing 
theatre train bore down onit.

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THE BRUTAL MURDER OF Mn VLACK. 


Progress Made by the Police in Their In- 
vestigation of the Case. 

The horrible murder reported in 8 
papers was committed only in the mind of an 
insane woman. Such, at least, is the only 
conclusion warranted by the facts developed 
in a most investigation.

She asked Cross toswéar himself to 
secrecy and threatened to drown herself 
and children if the facts were made public. 
She refused to tell where murdered 
woman lived, claiming that R would do no 
good to prosecute the guilty husband now 
that her sister was dead. Cross advised Mrs. 
Bruzek to notify the police and she said she 
had already told her husband to do so. 

The rumors finally reached the reporters.

Simon O’ Donnell, called at No. 468 Nineteenth 
street Tuesday night and questioned Mrs. 
Bruzek. Mr. Bruzek was gurprised. It was the 
tirst he had heard of such a erime.

ROBBERY OF A MAIL-BAG. 


THE REGISTERED POUCH FROM BOS- 
TON RIFLED BY THIEVES. 


4 Large Amount of Money Believed to 
Have Been Secured—Indications Which 
Point to Persons Connected with the 
Post-Office Department as Being the 
Guilty Parties—The Work Believed to 
Have Been Done Between Albany and 
Cleveland, 


The mail pouch which left Boston Tuesday 
and arrived in Chicago early last evening 
over the Michigan Southern Railroad was 
robbed of all the first-class mail matter it 
contained. The stolen package consist- 
ed ot registered letters, and the sup- 
Dosition is that a large amount of 
money was secured by the thief. The rifled 
pouch came to this city in charge of Railway 
Mail Clerk Stevenson, to whom it had been 
turned over at Cleveland. On reaching the 
Chicago Post-Office he immediately reported 
the robbery to Inspector Kidder. 

The bag had been cut open, the thief tak- 
ing the package containing the first-class 

‘Matter only, not molesting the fourth-class 
matter. This leads to the belief that the 
perpetrator of the robbery was some one 
connected with the postal service, the opin- 
ion being that unless he was familiar with 
the mails he would not have been able to dis- 
criminate between the that con- 
tained the registered letters, and therefore 
the one likely to yield a rich harvest, and the 
comparatively valueless ones. 

The robbery is supposed to have been com- 
mitted some time after leaving Boston and 
before reaching Cleveland. It would have 
been impossible, it is said, for the theft 
to have been committed in the Bos- 
ton office after the mail was made 
up, as the condition of the bag would have 
been discovered between the office and the 
train, or if not it would certainly have been 
detected by the mail clerks when it was tak- 
en aboard the car. After being placed 
in the car, however, the pouch 
might have been rie with a 
reasonable degree of assurance that 
the theft would not be discovered until the 
bag reached Chicago, as it was a registered 
pouch and would go all the way through 
without being bandled again, except at Al- 
bany, where it changes cars and would have 
to be carried across the river. 

J. C. Stevenson, the route agent in whose 
charge tne robbed mail pouch had been, was 
seen at midnightat the Post-Office, and had 
evidently been instructed to keep quiet, 
which he dideffectively. He intimated that 
he had received the pouch at Cleveland 
in good order, as he supposed, and signed a 
receipt for this one, among others which 
were piled inthe corner of the mail car. 
Seven other clerks got on the mail car at this 
point, two leaving at Toledo. His party had 
relieved six men whose run began at Syra- 
cuse, that being the end of the New York 
City run. Stevenson said he had no suspicion 
of anything being wrong until he 
was delivering the pouches at the 
depot at 830 last night, when 
he picked this one gp and noticed the slit at 
about the middle of the pouch. He laid it 
aside and turned it over to the proper au- 
thorities, telling them his impressions and 
the facts so far as he knew. He is confident 
that the job could not have been done on his 
run, as none but the regular men were 
in the car, and none of these ap- 
proached that bag. He intimates that 
the work was done somewhere east of 
Cleveland, as the packages were not toucbed 
from the time he got on the car until he 
reached the depot here. The rifled bag 
was one of forty that were in the car when 


he took charge, and he receipted for ali-with- | 


out any examination farther than to see that 
the number of bags was correct. 


THE OLD ADELPHI THEATRE GONE. 


A Lively Blaze on the West Side Calis for 
a “2-11.” 

The old Adelphi Theatre building on Canal 
street, just north of Madison and adjoining 
the Washington Hotel, was destroyed by fire 
early last evening. Next to the Lyceum the 
Adelphi was the oldest theatre structure in 
Chicago. It was built in 1875, and was at 
one time a favorite variety resort. Some 
years ago John V. Farwell purchased the 
property, and since then it has been occupied 
by a mission school. 

The building was a two-story frame 
structure and was valued at $4,000. Two of 
the stores on the ground floor were occupied. 
In one of them was a restaurant, kept by 
Mrs. O' Rourke. The other was a saloon, run 
by Henry White. Mrs. O’Rourke’s loss is 
small and Mr. White’s will not exceed $1,000. 
All of the people were insured. The rest of 
the ground floor was formerly occupied as a 
livery stable, but for the last two years had 
been vacant. The cause of the blaze is un- 
known. 

While the guests of the Washington Hotel 
were at first much excited by the proximity 
of the flames, no panic occurred, and they 
ate their suppers as usual. Some windows 
in the hotel were broken and slight damage 
done by the water. 

The old building burned furiously, and it 
was found necessary to turn in a second 
alarm. The firemen worked nearly two 
hours before gaining control of the flames. 
The flreboat Chicago arrived promptly, 
and, as usual, did good service.

Prompt Measures to Assist the Jewish 
Colony in Dakota. 7 

Granp Forks, Dak., Oct. 24.--[Special. |— 

A reporter has been to Devil’s Lake to in- 
vestigate the cases of destitution existing 
among the Jewish settlements in this region 
of Dakota. His investigations show that the 
situation has not been exaggerated. Of the 
twenty families visited but two had wood. 
They twisted up the prairie hay for fuel, or 
burned the dried droppings from the ani- 
mais; but of wood they had e. Nor had 
they food, and their stock 4 implements 
being mortgaged they had no further credit. 
How they were to get along they did not 
know. The men continued their work mak- 
ing ready for the next crop, while the women 
wept and prayed. The children, poorly clad, 
clung to them for protection. And then 
came a hard-hearted money lender who had 
mortgages upon their stock. Others who 
had mortgages pleaded with him to give 
these poor people a chance, but he would not, 
and many through him lost the payments 
they had made upon their farming imple- 
ments or the stock given as additional se- 
curity. Then it grew dark, indeed. . 
But light came at last. Their countrymen 
of Minneapolis and St. Paul heard of their 
distress and sent a committee to investigate, 


and as the result of their labor the following 


— were shipped yesterday for their ben- 
efit: 
flour, four cases of clothing, bedding, shoes, 
etc,; two barrels of beans, one barrel of rice, 
two boxes of soap. The Pioneer Fuel Com- 
pany of Duluth sent them a car-load of coal 
free. The committee are now arranging to 
send them ten car-loads of wood, which will 
be shipped tomorrow. The committee say 
they do not need any more clothing or bed- 
ding, only food and fuel, with provision for 
seed next spring. 

The laws of Dakota permit 12 per cent in- 
terest, and the sharks are in the habit of 
making loans at 1, 2 and 3, and even at 5 per 
cent per month, when chattel securities are 
given, and in the recently settled communities 
there are no other securities to give, title 
not having been secured to the land from

Particulars of the Mysterious Transfer of 
Valuable Chicago Realty. 

Derrrott, Mich., Oct. 24—Lawyer William 

E. Walsh today gave the real status of 


Nathan Corwith’s transfer of his Chicago 


real estate. Late Saturday afternoon an old 
man, noticeably nervous and somewhat ex- 
cited, accompanied by his elderly wife, ar- 
rived at the Russell House and asked fora 
room. He did not wish weir names to be 
written on the register. The visitors were 
Nathan Corwith and wife of New York. In 
a few moments after he had gone 
to his room he returned and asked 
for a lawyer. Some one sent him 
to William RK. Walsh. He there 
explained his errand, stating that the instru- 
ments must be signed that night. Conse- 
quently Walsh did the work, using William 
Look’s notarial seal, but scratching out the 
name and placing his own in its place—a 
thing frequentiy done. Corwith asked him to 
meet him at the Russell House at 11 o’clock 
that night and his son, Nathan Corwith Jr., 
would be there from Chicago and the busi- 
ness could be continued. About 11:30 Walsh 
went to the hotel, and at 11:45 went to Cor- 
with’s room to witness the transfer of all the 
property to Clarence F. Birdseye of Brook- 
lyn, N. L., for 8100 and certain valuable 
property.“ They talked some time and dis- 
cussed matters, and it is absolutely cer- 
tain that the papers were not com- 
pleted until Sunday morning, and this brings 
up the question of the validity of the deeds, 
and the attorney who did the work says that 
he stopped his ears so as flot to hear the City 
Hall clock strike 12. The papers were signed 
and sealed by Mr. and Mrs. Corwith in the 
resence of Fred Guenther and William E. 
alsh. It is believea this secret movement 
is for the benefit of certain 
itors. Mr. Corwith and wife left Detroit 
Sunday morning. Corwith acted as though 
his mind was wandering. In the midst of 
business talks he would break in with so me- 
thing entirely foreign to the subject. He 
asked about the early settiers of. Detroit, her 
foreign population. and other inappropriate 
questions. His wife was deeply affected by 
her husband’s financial troubles, but was the 
clearer-minded of the two.

THE IOWA “BIG DISTILLERY” CASE. 

The claim is made that the decision of the 
Federal Supreme Court denying the right of 
distillers to manufacture alcohol in Iowa for 
shipment to and sale in other States isin 
conflict with the previous ruling requiring 
railroads to transport liquor from other 
States into Iowa. It is argued that if inter- 
State trafficin liquor can flow from other 
States into Iowa it should be equally free to 
go from Iowa into other States. The decis- 
ion of the Supreme Court in the “big dis- 
tillery ” case meets and answers this objec- 
tion fully and satisfactorily so far as the 
legal aspect of the matter is concerned. The 
court says: 

No distinction is more popular to the common 
mind or more clearly expressed in economic 
and political literature than that between manu- 
-facturers and commerce. Manufacture is trans- 
formation—the fashioning of raw materials into a 
change of form for use. The functions of com- 
merce are different. The buying and selling and 
the transportation incidental thereto constitute 
commerce. The legal definition of the term is

But until the time arrives when 
product is started on its journey from one 


State to another it is not an article of inter- 
State commerce and is not entitled to special 
Federal protection, but is under the exciusive 
control of the State where it is produced or 
manufactured. The State may forbid the 
manufacture whether the product is to be 
sold inside the State or outside. Federal au- 
thority intervenes only when the article has 
been lawfully produced and is offered for 
shipment in the course of traffic de- 
tween the States. Hence intoxicating liq- 
uors produced in a State which permits such 
manufacture are “lawfully brought into ex- 
istence” and become legitimate subjects of 
inter-State commerce when presented for 
shipment to another State. But each State 
can determine for itself whether the manu- 
facture within its limits shall be lawful or 
not. Federal authority does not deal with 
the manufacture or production of the article, 
but merely with inter-State traffic in it after 


it 


has been lawfully brought into existence. 


Accordingly, while a traffic in liquor cannot 
flow from Iowa into other States, it can run 
from other States Into lowa, subject to the 
„Original package” requirement and the 
provision forbidding the Iowa importer to 
sell the liquor he brings into the State. 


THE DEM TIC MONEY CAMPAIGN. 
The National Democratic Committee has 


not failed to utilize every resource within its 
power or reach for tht raising of money—for 
its campaign purposes. It began by employ- 
ing the machinery of the Post-Office Depart- 
ment in sending out appeals to Postmasters 
to prepare lists of voters with their political 
preferences. It followed this up by using 
the same machinery for the transmission of 
campaign literature, and did not hesitate to 
make use of stamped Congressional franks 
to save postage. Then it levied direct assess- 
ments upon Postmasters and custom-house 
and revenue officials. As these gentiomen 
hesitated to violate the Civil Service law and 
the President’s explicit instructions, it went 
directly to the President and the Cabinet for 
contributzons which should serve as an act- 
ive hint to the doubtful officials that tacy 
could meet their assessments without incur- 
ring the displeasure of the President. Hav- 
ing overcome their scruples, it next ordered 
alevy upon the Federal employés, leaving 
the sum optional. As this did not produce 
the requisite sum a general levy of 5 per 
cent on salaries was ordered and is now in 
process of collection, the alternative being 
dismissal from office. 


The next move of the committee was to in- 


vade the departments in Washington. Each 
of them was visited in turn, and the clerks 
have been given to understand that they 
must come down. The levy has now reached 
the Pension Department. Secretary Endi- 
cott, as the mugwump representative in the 
Cabinet, could not violate his high moral sen- 
timents so far as to contribute money, but 
managed to “commute” by issuing the 
Benet circular, which has stocked the Na- 
tional workshops with Democratic voters, 
even to the extent of driving out soldiers’ 
widows and orphans. The committee next 
turned its attention to the South, which has 
heretofore been let off from money contribu- 
tions in consideration of its furnishing votes 
for the Democratic candidate by disfranchis- 
ing Republicans. Collection offices have 
been established in every Southern State, 
and not only the people but the entire brigade 
of Federal officeholders have been ordered 
up to the Captain’s office to settle, the latter 
under penalty of losing their offices in case 
they failto come. The rate of levy is the 
same as in the North—5 per cent of their sal- 
aries. 


The last and most desperate act of the 


committee is a levy upon the officers of the 
army of the United States.

During 1878-70 Secretary Sherman was partly 
redeeming and partly converting into securities 
bearing lower rates of interest the 5-20 and other 
6 per cent bonds which were approaching ma- 
turity. The new 4and 4% per cent bonds were 
sold or subseribed for through the National 
banks which were designated as depositories. 
It was necessary under the law to give three 
months’ notice of the calling in of these old 
bonds, and it was equally necessary to have on 
hand the money with which to redeem them 
when the several calls were made. It would not 
have been safe for the Treasury Department to 
call the bonds and then trüst to luck at the 
last moment to get the funds with which to 
pay them, as a suddenly tight money mar- 
ket might catch the Treasurer unpre 
to meet his call. Now there was not on deposit 
in the banks Feb. 1 and March 1 of 1879 the sum 
of over 8160. 387, 141. as our correspondent seems 
to think. That sum simply represents the 
amount of bonds which the banks were getting 
ready to take at those dates. It was a mere 
bookkeeping operation showing the transfers 
which were going on in the refunding process. 
It is seen by the record that the banks did not 
have on hand Government funds which they 
could loan, they were merely charged by the De- 
partment with tne bonds for which they were 
taking subscriptions. It was some time later 
that the subscribers paid up and the money for 
the new bonds or the old bonds surrendered for 
them came into the hands of the Government. 

The item of $6,928,708 of called bonds men- 
tioned by our correspondent represents simply 
the past due bonds, the owners of which had not 
presented them and on which interest had 
ceased, and does not represent the many tens of 
millions which had been called“ but the time 
for the redemption of which had not yet arrived. 

But the main point is that it was donds, not 
cash, which the banks held, and therefore they 
had no Government funds which they could loan 
out to speculators, as Cleveland’s pet banks are 
now doing. 

But what has all this to do with Cleveland 
and his Secretary of the Treasury and his pol- 
icy? We are not now defending, but explaining, 
the administration of Secretary Sherman. The 
latter is not running for President, nor is Hayes, 
who was then in the Presidential chair. The 
Democrats did not attack Sherman at the time. 
No one has claimed that he acted illegally in 
this bond conversion. He has been in the Sen- 
ate for eight years ready to explain or defend 
his course. No stones have been flung at him by 
the Democratic Senators. 

So what is the correspondent troubled about? 
There is no need for him to lie awake of nights 
borrowing sorrow about what is now ancient 
history. If the Democrats now seek to make a 
point by misrepresenting Sherman's action it 
only shows that tney are driven to the wall in 
their attempts to defend the confessedly 
iliegal acts of President Oleveland and Sec- 
retary Fairchild in taking surplus money 
out of the Treasury and putting it in pet 
banks instead of buying bonds with it and stop- 
ping interest What Cleveland is now doing in 
the way of handmg over the Government 
funds to his favorite banks to speculate 
with he himself condemned in the strongest 
terms only a year ago. Since then the exigen- 
cies of partisan politics and the hope of raising 
assessments for campaign purposes appear to 
have driven him to do what he once denounced, 
and his subservient foliowers are raking the 
financial history of this country with a fine-tooth 
comb to find someshadow of a ghost of precedent 
for his illegal ons. But they cannot find it 
during the administration of Secretary Sherman 
or any other Republican President or Secretary. 
This is what Cleveland said in his message to 
Congress in December, 1887, against such 
practice: 

“The proposition to deposit the money held by 
the Government in banks throughout the coun 
for use by the people is, it seems to me, ex - 
ingly objectionabie in principle, as establishing 
too close a relationship between the operations 
of the Government Treasury and the business of 
the country and too extensive a commingling of 
their money, thus fostering an unnatural rel 
ance in private business upon 33 funds. If 
this scheme should be adopted it should only be 
done as a temporary expedient to meet an urgent 
necessity. The} lative and executive efforts 
should be in the opposite direction, and should 
have a tendency to divorce, as much and as fast 
as can safely be done, the Treasury Department 
from private enterprises.“ 


The Zeal of the Renegade.

Rome, Oct. 24.—The Pope received the 
Neapolitan pilgrims today and made an ad- 
dress to them. After condemning the Ital- 
ian Government and stating that the hatred 
of all foes of the Papal See was concentrated 
in Rome, the Pope said: 

In this city they do not hesitate to confirm 
by new insults, even on solemn occasions, 
the usurpation and violence which are with- 
in the remembrance of the whole world, de- 
grading Rome to the simple position of the 
capital of the kingdom, while God N 
tined it to be the See of the Vicar of Christ; 
and it shall ever remain the capital ot the 
Catholic world.“ 

In concluding, the Pope expressed perfect 
faith in the triumph of his cause. 

Tne Archbishop pe Naples, who headed the 


ope replied : 

„Our enemies are exerting their whole 
strength to 22 us. Let us redouble our 
efforts and re untiringly to the struggle.

Henry Grattan’s Library Likely to Be 
Brought to America. 

Dustin, Oct. 24.—The announcement that

Boulanger’s Views on Revision.

Gen. Boulanger expressed 
himself in favor of the dissolution of the 
Chamber of Deputies and the convoking of a 
constituwonal assembly, which should be in- 
dependent of the Executive power and re- 
sponsible to the country.

which might lead to the establishment of a 
dictatorship. 

Gen. Boulanger was pretty 8 handled 
by the Revision Committee today, but he de- 
clined to be drawn into what he called the de- 
tails. He adhered to his former opinions in 
regard to the Senate and the Presidency. 
He rded the restoration of the monarchy 
as a sheer impossibility. Two-thirds of 
France, be said, would rise against it. The 
country ought to decide the religious ques- 
tion. Politics must be prohibited in the 
army. 


Germans to Unite Against Count Taafe. 

Vienna, Oct. 24.—The German opposition 
in the Reichsrath, which has hitherto been 
divided in three parties, has decided to sink 
all differences in order to show strong oppo- 
sition to Count von Taafe.- If the compact 
holds the Germans will probably reject the 
Government’s military bill, which will lead 
to the dissolution of Parliament and a change 
of Ministry.

FOUR OCEAN STEAMERS RACING, 


The City of New York, the Trave, the Bri- 
tannie, and the Gallia Start Together. 
New Yorkj{@ct. 24. — [Special.] - What 

promises to be an exciting ocean race was 

started this morning by the new Inman Line 
steamship City of New York, the White Star 
steamship Britannic, the Cunarder Gallia, 
and tne North German Lloyd steamship 
Trave. The four steamers left their piers at 
nearly the same hour. The New York, Gal- 
lia, and Britannic are bound to Engiand, and 
they supped from their wharves on the west 
side of the city at 7:30 o’clock. 
lett her dock in Hoboken a half hour later. 

A thick fog hung over the water, and the 

four monsters steamed slowly down the bay, 

the Trave overtaking and passing the New 

York at the Narrows. 

At 9: the Britannic over Sandy 
Hook bar, followed at 9: by the Gallia, the 
Trave at 9:45, and the City of New York ten 
minutes later. A favorable westerly gale 
was blowing, and all set canvas. race 
between the Britannic and the Gallia is not 
ot as great importance as that between the 
Trave and the New York. The Trave is one 
of the fastest vessels in the North German 
aon service, her record being seven days 
and six hours from Sandy Hook to South- 
ampton. The latter port is nearly 800 miles, 
or fifteen hours’ rapid steaming, farther 
from here than Queenstown. There is hardly 
any question that the New York will reach 
the other side first. Thereis no betting on 
that question, but wagers are being made 
that the German ship will travel over 3,800 
miles, the distance to Roche Point at the 
entrance to Queenstown, in less time than 
the New York does. Taking into considera- 
tion the favorable weather which now pre- 
vails and the almost perfect condition of her 
machinery it is thought that the New York 
hase an excellent chance of break the 
eastward record, which is 6 days 4 hours 
and 40 minutes and was made by the Etruria 
in April last.

AT FAULT? 


Officials Endeavoring to Locate the Blame 
for Tuesday’s Collision. 

New Tonk, Oct. 24.—The steamship Atlas, 
which was sunk by a collision with a ferry- 
boat off Vesey street last evening, has settied 
considerably in the mud since she went 
down. Capt. Tobin of the Atias is positive 
that he gave the proper signal for the ferry- 
boat to go astern, and says the pilot of the 
latter must have been either drunk or crazy. 
He placed hig repurt of the collision in the 
hands of the British Consul this afternoon. 

The official statement of Capt. E. F. Curtis 
of the ferryboat Central, which sunk the 
Atlas, was made to the Steam-Vessei Inspect- 
ors today. He states that he stopped on re- 
ceiving two whistles from the steamshi 
and gave a signal to the engineer to back, 
followed at once by a jingle bell to back 
strong, ana afterward by two jingles to back 
extra E This sworn statement is cor- 
roborated by Quartermaster N who 
was in the pilot-house at the time. The en- 
gineer of the Central has made a report of 
— sent him to the engine-room, which 
is to be decidedly at variance with the 
report of the Captain and Quartermaster. 
The misunderstanding of these signals will 
probabiy explain the collision.

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AX WORTHY LEFT THE CITY OF CLEVE- 
| LAND BANKRUPT. 


He Was Driven to Flight by a Change in the 
System of Bookkeeping—Probability 
‘That Belgium Now Shelters Bim— 
Some of the Trouble Caused by the 
Harper Wheat Deal—Detectives Scour 
ing Canada for Traces of the Fugitive. 
Cin vmax, O., Oct. 24.—[Special.]—All 
the returns are in and Tom Axworthy is 
found to have converted $460,000 of the 
town’s money to his own use, and the best 
news points toward Beigium as his temporary 
abiding place, he having left England for 
that point Sunday last. What with his de- 
faication and the legal grabs of his bonds- 
men the town is left with $8,000 available 
cash and is a temporary financial wreck. 
Tue only new moves today were a suit by 
bondsmen Payne and Wade for $25,000 
against a stray piece of Axworthy’s suburban 
property and the serving on them of notices 
to pay over to the city the amount of money 
stolen by Axworthy. 

A. 8. Conkey, Axworthy’s confidential 
clerk, appeared today. He has been East 
hunting for Tom, and thinks that he is in 
Europe, going there from Montreal on 3 
Canadian steamer. The fear that Axworthy 
had hypothecated $200,000 worth of Cleveland 
bonds in Boston was dispelled by Boston ad- 
vices. A legal fight will be made by the 
pondsmen for the $400,000 in the city banks 
and belonging to the town, but attached by 
them. Itis deposited in Axworthy’s name, 
and they will deny that itis municipal cash. 
Selah Chamberlain and T. P. Handy, his 
bondsmen in $250,000 to secure the Board of 
Education funds whicn he held, have made 
no legal move against the money in bank. 
Axworthy had about $200,000 of the board’s 
funds when he left. It turns out that he left 
here with nearly n in cash, among it 
$8,000 in election bets which he held. All his 
unincumbered local property is in his wife’s 
name. It has been attached among the rest. 
The $400,000 in the local banks has nearly all 
accumulated since Axworthy left. 

It is reliably said that the cablegram from 
Liverpool last Saturday to Miss Axwortuy 
was from Tom himself, and it said that 
he would write to Babcock, the Mayor of 
Cleveland. Two local detectives are now in 
Montreal looking for traces of Axworthy, 


and Sheriff Sawyer has gone to Western 


Canada on a secret mission. 

Ciearly Axworthy’s defalcations have ex- 
tended over several years. He hus o in 
office three terms of two years each, and the 
clearing up of the books of all the city de- 

ents incident to a new system of bank- 
the city’s money made early detection in- 
tabie and cau bis flight. There is also 
no doubt that Axworthy was pinched in the 
wheat corner which caused a loss of nearly 
$2,000,000 to Cleveland men and wrecked 
Harper and the Fidelity Bank of Cincinnat. 
He also lost heavily on copper and Gogebic 
iron speculations. The town’s poverty will 
be relieved by means of notes to the heaviest 
creditors until bonds can be issued. 

The Board of Aldermen at a special meet- 
ing tonight adopted a resolution declaring 
the office of Treasurer vacant, and empower- 
ing the Mayor to issue the notesof the city 
to the amount of $200,000.

MR. BLAINE IN BUFFALO. 


MERCILESS DISSECTION OF THE FREE 
LIST IN THE MILLS BILL. 


He Charges That Items in the Original 
Bill Were Changed in the Interest of 
Certain Leading Democratic Politicians 
—A Bill, According te Mr. Blaine, 
Which Combines the Most Discredit- 
able Features of Legisiation Ever At- 
tempted in a Tariff Measure. 


Burra, N. V., Oct. 22.—James G. Blaine 
arrived here from Chicago at 6 o’clock to- 
night and was at once taken to the Tift 
House without any general demonstration 
except enthusiastic cheers from crowds in 
the streets. After supper he was escorted 
by the members of the Buffalo Republican 
League and Young Men’s Republican Club 
to the Main Street Rink. This was the 
largest available building that could be had 
for the evening. Although there was no 
speaking till & o’clock the building, which 
has a seating capacity of 4,000, was 
filled till there wasn’t a spare inch 
of space at 7:30, and the crowd outside 
was as large as that inside. When the car- 
riage containing Mr. Blaine drove up and the 
Plumed Knight was recognized a cheer was 
raised the like of which Grover Cleveland 
never received in Buffalo. With Mr. Blame 
were Gen. Adam E. King, Jonn M. Thurston, 
Theron B. Keater of Indiana, and Walker 
Blaine.

.WHEAT IN MINNEAPOLIS, 
The Receipts This Week Will Hardly Ex- 
ceed the Consumption. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 24.—[Special. ]— 
The movement of wheat by farmers in the 
Northwest has fallen off to that extent that 
there are now small accumulations added to 
the stocks in country warehouses and ele- 
vators. Thereis still something of a block- 
ade of cars in the yards of this city, but that 
trouble is much less than a week ago. There 
were yesterday 1.785 Cars in the yards of 
four roads, distributed as follows: 660 in the 
yards of the Manitoba; 600 in the Milwau- 
kee yards; 400in the Northern Pacific; and 
125 side-tracked by the Omaha. These cars 
now in the blockade have, many of them, 
been brought in from side-tracks at country 
stations, where they have been held await- 
ing room in this city. As fastas car room 
can be secured the cars have come 
in, and the country side-tracks are about 
cleared up. With the smaller movement less 
trouble is expected in the future. The mills 
here are now and forsome time have been 
turning out about 30,000 barrels of flour daily, 
and on the basis of 4}¢ bushels of wheat 
to the barre] of flour it takes 275 cars of 
wheat daily to keep the local mills in opera- 
tion. The shipments of wheat. take about 
100 cars daily, and, adding shipments to the 
daily local consumption, calls for 375 cars of 
wheat to meet the reguiar daily demand. In 
six days that amounts to a milling demand 
for 2,200 cars of wheat to supply local mulls 
and such outside mills as draw supplies from 
here. Last week, one of.the heaviest move- 
ments so far on the crop, the number of cars 
that arrived was 2,740, or an excess of 540 
cars. The number this week promises to fall 
to about the consumption and shipment.

‘MR. PARNELL IN COURT. 


THE IRISH LEADER WATCHING THE 
PROCEEDINGS IN THE GREAT CASE. 


The Court Opens with the Usaal Formall- 
ties, but There Is Nothing in the Pro- 
ceedings to Suggest Their Great Im- 
portance — Parnell’s Friends Will At- 
tempt te Confine Public Attention .to 
the Letters Which They Ciaim Are 
Forgeries. :
